Supervisor  Morrison  suggested 
there  might  be  certain  buildings  on  which  it  would  be  desirable  to 
spend  a  large  amount  for  adornment  and  other  buildings  on  which 
a  much  smaller  expenditure  would  suffice.  He  asked  that  a  communi- 
cation be  directed  to  the  Art  Commission  over  his  signature,  asking 
for  comments  on  a  proposal  that  in  lieu  of  the  two  per  cent  limit  for 
adornment  of  any  building,  there  be  a  limit  of  two  per  cent  per  year, 
so  that  more  funds  could  be  spent  on  a  particular  building  if  needed 
and  less  on  another  if  not  needed.

The  following  recommendation  of  Finance  Committee,  heretofore 
considered  and  temporarily  postponed,  was  taken  up: 

Authorizing  grant  of  scenic  and  recreation  easements  to  the  United 
States  of  America  in  and  upon  Peninsula  watershed  lands  in  San  Mateo 
County  in  consideration  of  the  relocation  of  a  four-mile  section  of  the 
Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  San  Mateo  County  south  of  Ralston  Avenue. 

File  No.  606-68,  Ordinance  No. 
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Supervisor  Blake  reviewed  the  history  of  past  attempts  to  use  part 
of  the  watershed  lands  as  recreation  areas  and  of  the  controversy  over 
location  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  through  these  lands.  He  stated 
that  his  opposition  to  the  subject  proposal  is  primarily  to  the  terms 
agreed  to  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  location  of  the  free- 
way along  the  Ridge  Route.  Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
San  Francisco  by  these  actions  will  be  giving  away  a  valuable  right 
plus  losing  payment  for  the  freeway  right  of  way. 

Supervisors  von  Beroldingen  and  Tamaras  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
subject  proposal.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  San  Fran- 
cisco is  granting  only  a  nonpossessory  interest  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. The  granting  of  the  easement  will  insure  that  San  Francisco 
cannot  lose  its  possessory  interest  in  the  land  to  ABAG.  Also,  it  will 
mean  that  San  Francisco  will  pay  lower  taxes  on  the  property.  Super- 
visor von  Beroldingen  urged  passage  as  a  means  of  protecting  San 
Francisco's  investment  in  land  and  water  quality. 

James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reviewed  the 
history  of  San  Francisco's  attempts  to  have  the  freeway  routed  as  far 
from  the  lakes  as  possible.  He  described  the  presently  proposed  route 
as  a  "refined"  Ridge  Route.  He  said  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion believes  that  the  benefits  to  the  City  in  protection  of  its  water 
supply  and  open  space  and  recreational  values  for  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  transcend  any  dollar  valuation. 

Mr.  Carr  displayed  a  drawing  showing  location  of  the  refined  Ridge 
Route.  He  said  that  State  Highway  Engineers  had  estimated  the  dif- 
ference in  cost  between  the  route  by  the  lakes  and  the  original  Ridge 
Route  as  about  seven  million  dollars;  however,  there  was  some  dispute 
among  engineers  relative  to  cost.  The  refined  Ridge  Route  will  cost 
somewhat  less  than  the  original  Ridge  Route,  but  such  reduction  will 
not  be  substantial. 

The  refined  Ridge  Route  was  developed  in  informal  consultation 
with  representatives  of  the  State  Division  of  Highways.  It  is  now  a 
fixed  line  but  must  yet  have  approval  by  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion. Any  freeway  agreements  to  be  entered  into  will  be  executed  by 
the  State  Division  of  Highways  and  San  Mateo  County. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Mr.  Carr  stated 
he  is  confident  the  grant  of  easement  to  the  Federal  Government  will 
carry  out  recreation  and  conservation  concepts  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  policy  directives  of  the  City  and  County. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Director  of  Prop- 
erty Wortman  verified  the  fact  that  former  Director  of  Property  Rezos 
recommended  to  the  Mayor  that  the  right  of  way  for  the  Ridge  Route 
be  granted  to  the  State  without  cost  and  interest  and  the  eight  mile 
section  north  of  Ralston  Avenue  be  waived  in  consideration  for  the 
State's  locating  that  portion  of  the  freeway  along  the  Ridge  Route. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Cohen  stated  that  even  if  the  United  States  Government 
should  make  an  assignment  of  the  easement  to  another  party,  San 
Francisco's  rights  would  not  be  diminished.  The  Federal  Government 
has  no  rights  to  the  property.  The  subject  grant  of  easement  only 
restricts  the  use  of  the  property.  An  amendment  of  the  agreement 
would  require  the  consent  of  all  parties:  San  Francisco,  the  United 
States,  the  State  of  California,  and  San  Mateo  County. 
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In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  President  William  E.  McDonnell  stated  that  the  only 
difference  between  the  two  areas  involved  is  that  the  use  of  the  4,000 
acres  lying  east  of  the  reservoir  are  designated  for  active  recreational 
use;  the  remaining  19,000  acres  are  designated  for  inactive  recrea- 
tional use.  To  expand  active  use  to  a  6,000  or  7,000  acre  area  would 
require  action  by  the  PubUc  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  only. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Blake  relative  to  the  freeway 
route  proposed  by  the  State,  Leo  J.  Trombatore,  Deputy  District  Engi- 
neer, State  Division  of  Highways,  stated  that  the  State's  premise  has 
been  that  it  could  prevent  contaminated  water  from  flowing  into  the 
lakes.  All  water  collected  on  the  slopes  could  be  captured  and  pumped 
to  its  natural  outfall.    The  State  saw  no  problem  at  all  in  doing  this. 

Supervisor  Ertola  voiced  his  concern  that  by  this  proposed  action 
San  Francisco  might  be  limiting  itself  in  perpetuity  to  this  open  space 
use  of  the  land  in  question.  While  he  favors  retaining  the  land  in  its 
present  condition,  he  still  wants  to  be  sure  that  San  Francisco  will  still 
have  the  power  to  change  that  use. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Cohen  stated  that  while — under  the  subject 
grant — San  Francisco  cannot  change  the  topography  of  the  area,  it 
could  change  its  policy  relative  to  use  of  the  land,  and  the  Federal 
Government  could  not  stop  such  an  action,  provided  that  the  use  is 
not  in  any  way  incompatible  with  preserving  the  land  as  open  space.

James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Utilities,  reviewed  the  history 
of  the  proposed  revision  of  fares. 

William  F.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  advised  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  the  power  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  proposal 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  but  does  not  have  the  authority 
to  make  any  changes  in  the  proposal.  The  Board  may  rerefer  the 
matter  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  changes  recommended 
by  the  Board,  either  generally  or  specifically.  Mr.  Bourne  added  that 
the  City  Attorney  does  not  view  the  last  sentence  of  Charter  Section 
130  as  being  applicable  in  this  factual  circumstance;  therefore,  the 
Board  may  continue  consideration  to  another  day  if  it  so  desires. 

John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  displayed 
charts  illustrating  present  fares  in  other  major  cities  of  the  United 
States  and  the  effect  of  present  fares  and  the  proposed  revision  on  the 
tax  rate.    Mr.  Woods  then  answered  questions  of  Supervisors.

There  being  no  one  else  present  desiring  to  speak,  the  Chair  declared 
the  hearing  concluded. 

Legislation  Tabled.   Recommendation  Rereferred  to 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Making  a  finding  of  necessity  for  tax  subsidy  in  connection  with  pro- 
posed revision  of  Municipal  Railway  schedule  of  rates,  fares  and 
charges. 

File  No.  322-68-1,  Resolution  No. 

Supervisor  Morrison  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  fare  revision  as  pro- 
posed. He  said  that  he  felt  the  Board  should  know  in  some  detail 
what  the  Railway's  modernization  plan  is  before  restructuring  the  rates. 
There  should  be  some  projection  of  the  loss  of  passengers  that  would 
result,  since  loss  of  passengers  will  mean  increased  automobile  usage 
and  added  costs  for  parking,  traffic  regulations,  etc.  Payment  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  deficit  out  of  the  tax  rate  is  easier  on  the  home 
owner  than  increased  fares,  since  the  business  community  pays  its 
share  of  the  deficit  in  its  tax  payment.  Supervisor  Morrison  added  that 
the  proposal  for  reduced  fares  for  the  elderly  during  off-peak  hours 
is  good;  it  is  unfortunate  it  was  included  with  the  other  proposed  fare 
increases.  This  is  an  inadequate  proposal  by  the  Public  Utilities  staff 
land  should  be  returned  to  the  Commission. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  spoke  in  opposition.  He  said  this  is  the  same 
proposal  as  that  submitted  to  the  Board  in  September,  1968.  The 
essential  problem  is  the  question  of  who  is  to  pay  for  this  service  and 
how  much.  Many  non-residents  use  the  Municipal  Railway.  An  in- 
crease of  fare  for  the  non-residents  would  benefit  the  San  Francisco 
taxpayers.  Also,  the  management  should  do  more  in  the  way  of  mer- 
chandising their  product,  thereby  increasing  patronage  during  off-peak 
hours  and  adding  to  revenue.  Supervisor  Mailliard  said  he  felt  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  should  be  asked  to  consider  this  matter 
further  and  submit  a  more  comprehensive  proposal. 

Supervisor  Blake  said  that  the  proposed  special  fare  for  senior  citi- 
zens has  been  favored  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  many  years.  He 
said  he  found  it  frustrating  to  have  it  tied  to  this  general  fare  increase. 
Supervisor  Blake  said  he  would  like  to  see  some  consideration  given 
to  establishment  of  a  downtown  assessment  district  for  support  of  the 
Municipal  Railway,  since  the  downtown  area  is  the  destination  of 
almost  every  transit  line. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  he  did  not  find  a  five-cent  fare  increase  at 
this  time  exorbitant  in  view  of  the  fact  that  personal  income  is  at  a 
far  higher  level  than  it  was  sixteen  years  ago  when  the  present  rates 
were  established.  The  taxpayers  are  now  paying  almost  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  operating  deficit  and  should  not  be  asked  to  pay  more  to  finance 
the  urgently  needed  improvement  of  the  system. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  said  he  will  support  the  fare  increase.  New 
sources  of  revenue  are  needed  and  the  proposed  increase  will  bring 
in  that  additional  revenue  while  at  the  same  time  providing  a  decrease 
in  rate  for  senior  citizens.  He  added  that  he  does  not  like  the  proposed 
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increase  in  cost  of  school  tickets  and — whatever  the  result  of  today's 
action — would  urge  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  study  this  mat- 
ter further  and  submit  recommendations. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  agreed  with  Supervisor  Mendel- 
sohn and  regretted  the  fact  that  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  school 
tickets  is  included  in  the  proposal.

Supervisor  Ertola  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  new  code  con- 
tains essentially  the  same  provision  as  does  Section  503  of  the  present 
Housing  Code  relative  to  the  right  of  employees  of  the  City  to  enter 
buildings  for  the  purpose  of  inspection.  The  United  States  Supreme 
Court  in  June,  1967,  held  Section  503  to  be  unconstitutional  in  the  case 
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of  Camara  versus  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  87  S.  Ct.  1727,  18  L.Ed.  2d,  930. 

Supervisor  Ertola  asked  why  this  same  provision  is  included  in  the 
proposed  code  and  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  set  forth  in 
the  code  the  right  of  an  individual  to  protection  against  unwarranted 
invasion  of  his  home. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Killelea  stated  that  in  the  Camara  case  the 
plaintiff  had  sought  a  restraining  order  against  his  prosecution  for  re- 
fusal to  make  his  room  available  for  inspection.  The  court  held  in 
that  case  that  Mr.  Camara  had  a  right  to  insist  upon  a  search  warrant. 
The  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  since  been  amended  (Sec- 
tions 1822.50  et  seq.)  to  define  and  regulate  the  issuance  of  inspection 
warrants. 

In  response  to  Supervisor  Ertola's  statement  that  he  did  not  feel  he 
could  support  the  proposed  legislation  unless  the  entire  question  of 
inspection  procedures  and  the  right  of  entry  is  clarified.  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Killelea  agreed  that  such  procedures  should  be  set  forth  in 
more  detail  than  they  have  in  the  past  and  stated  that  he  would  be 
happy  to  work  with  Supervisor  Ertola  in  drafting  an  amendment  to 
the  code,  incorporating  therein  the  provisions  of  the  State  law  setting 
forth  guidelines  for  obtaining  inspection  warrants  and  the  penalties 
for  disobedience.

Supervisor  Blake  said  he  favors  enactment  of  the  subject  legislation 
but  believes  it  to  be  entirely  inadequate.  In  the  very  near  future  the 
new  superjets  will  be  in  service  and  the  need  for  improved  ground 
transportation  to  and  from  the  Airport  will  be  upon  San  Francisco 
before  anything  is  done. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  by  1975  passenger  traffic  at  the  Airport 
will  be  double  what  it  is  now.  The  problem  facing  the  Board  is  "What 
would  be  the  best  system  of  mass  transportation  between  San  Francisco 
and  the  Airport?"  There  is  information  available  to  San  Francisco. 
In  Cleveland  a  subway  rapid  transit  system  to  the  airport  has  been  in 
operation  less  than  a  year.  In  Pittsburgh,  Westinghouse  Corporation 
is  running  an  experimental  air  bus.  In  Seattle,  the  only  monorail  sys- 
tem in  the  United  States  is  in  operation.  In  Boston  the  public  rapid 
transit  system  runs  close  to  the  airport  from  which  air  travelers  go  to 
the  airport  by  way  of  municipal  bus.  Supervisor  Boas  said  he  felt 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  the  Director  of  Planning 
and  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  should  visit  these  cities 
— with  the  possible  exception  of  Boston — to  view  these  facilities  and 
talk  with  planners  and  transportation  experts. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  suggested  that  a  tour  of  transit  facilities 
in  New  York  and  Montreal,  Canada,  might  be  worthwhile. 
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Requests  Granted. 

Supervisor  Francois  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  San  Francisco 
will  have  a  serious  problem  before  any  plans  come  to  fruition.  He 
asked  that  a  communication  be  directed  over  his  signature  and  that 
of  any  Supervisor  wishing  to  join  him,  to  the  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion, Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  Department  of  Public  Works, 
asking  what  plans  are  underway  to  provide  interim  solutions  to  the 
problem  of  transportation  to  the  Airport  and  if  any  thought  has  been 
given  to  providing  special  bus  lines  on  Bayshore  Freeway,  for  example, 
or  any  other  means  of  solving  a  traffic  problem  which  will  become 
aggravated  before  any  permanent  plan  can  be  put  into  operation. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Supervisor  Tamaras,  joined  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  requested  that 
a  communication  be  directed  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  asking 
if  they  have  studied  the  possibility  of  using  hydrofoil  transportation 
to  the  Airport  and,  if  not,  to  please  do  so. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  in  his  opinion  San  Francisco's  trans- 
portation planning  should  be  done  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  rather  than  by  private  jfirms.  In 
August  or  September  the  three  firms  will  report  to  the  Board  that 
monorail  is  feasible  and  each  will  want  to  build  such  a  system.  What 
will  the  Board  do  then?  The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  has 
already  done  extensive  studies  of  monorail  and  has  ruled  it  out  be- 
cause it  is  too  expensive  and  because  of  the  instability  of  the  trains 
and  the  difficulty  in  switching  cars. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  agreed  that  it  could  be  of  great  value  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  tour  some  of  the  transportation  systems  in 
use  in  other  cities.

STATEMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR  TAMARAS  RELATIVE 
TO  SALARY  STANDARDIZATION  ORDINANCE 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  presents  to  you  today 
its  recommendations  in  connection  with  File  No.  270-69-1,  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  of  1969  for  Miscellaneous  Employees  pur- 
suant to  Sections  151  and  151.1  of  the  Charter. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  before  him  today  a  copy  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  Salary  and  Wage  Survey  dated  January  31, 
1969;  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  letters  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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under  dates  of  February  5  and  26,  1969,  transmitting  a  draft  of  the 
administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  as 
recommended  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  and  a  copy  of  the 
Commission's  letter  dated  February  26,  1969,  addressed  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board,  transmitting  supplemental  recommendations  for  salary 
increases  and  other  revisions  of  the  proposed  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance.  The  foregoing  constitute  a  comprehensive  compilation  of 
Commission  recommendations. 

Also  before  each  Board  member  today  is  the  pamphlet  dated  Feb- 
ruary 28  entitled  "Recommendations  of  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  in  Connection  with  the  Salary  and  Wage  Survey  1969-70" 
which  reflects  the  compensation  schedule  recommendations  of  the 
Committee. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS:  The  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  considered  and  decided  upon  numerous  and  varied  requests  for 
amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardiza- 
tion Ordinance,  affecting  working  conditions  of  the  employees  in- 
volved. Of  those  requests,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  recom- 
mended approval  of  8,  as  enumerated  in  the  Commission's  letters  of 
February  5  and  26. 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  intensively  these 
administrative  provisions,  giving  careful  attention  to  representations 
made  both  verbally  and  in  writing  by  interested  individuals  and  rep- 
resentatives of  organizations.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt  only  the  amendments  to  the  ad- 
ministrative provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  appear- 
ing in  the  copy  of  the  ordinance  furnished  you  at  this  meeting.  Any 
further  additions  or  deletions  proposed  by  the  members  would  have 
to  be  the  subject  of  an  appropriate  motion  to  amend. 

Briefly,  the  changes  in  the  administrative  provisions  recommended 
by  the  Committee  are  as  follows: 

SECTION  IV  (F)— ADDITIONAL  COMPENSATION— This  new 

paragraph  provides  that  premium  pay  for  Electronic  Data  Processing 
assignments  shall  not  be  authorized  after  July  1,  1969,  if  Electronic 
Data  Processing  classifications  are  available  for  permanent  appoint- 
ments. 

SECTION  IV  (I)  —  ADDITIONAL  COMPENSATION  —  This 
amendment  provides  a  premium  rate  to  those  employees  in  the  depart- 
ment involved  in  the  New  Careers  Program  who  will  be  assigned  to 
coordinate  the  program  in  the  departments  and  to  immediately  super- 
vise the  New  Careerists.  The  premium  recommended  is  5%  for  the 
coordinators  and  5%  for  the  immediate  supervisor  of  two  or  more  New 
Careerists. 

SECTION    IV   (J)   —  ADDITIONAL    COMPENSATION   (NEW 

SECTION) — ^This  new  section  provides  additional  compensation  of 
$15.00  per  month  to  permanent  employees  who  translate  to  and  from 
a  foreign  language.  This  payment  is  subject  to  certification  by  the 
department  as  to  the  need  for  such  special  service  and  approval  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

SECTION  V  (A) — OVERTIME — This  amendment  provides  con- 
trol over  the  extended  work  week  payments.  As  each  position  becomes 
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vacant,  the  extended  work  week  shall  be  discontinued  unless  an  exten- 
sion is  recommended  by  the  Appointing  Officer,  subject  to  Civil  Service 
Commission  approval  and  authorized  in  the  annual  budget. 

SECTION  V  (A)— OVERTIME— Under  the  provisions  of  the  cur- 
rent ordinance,  an  employee  who  works  a  6th  day  which  is  also  a  legal 
holiday,  receives  premium  pay  of  time  and  one-half,  once.  This 
amendment  proposes  that  an  employee  who  works  a  6th  day  which 
is  also  a  holiday,  will  be  paid  as  premium  pay  an  amount  which  is 
represented  by  a  calculation  of  time  and  one-half  multiplied  by  time 
and  one-half,  or  2.25  of  the  base  pay.  Under  this  formula  an  employee 
would  be  paid  1 8  hours  pay  for  8  hours  worked. 

SECTION  V  (A>— OVERTIME  (NEW  PARAGRAPH)— The  first 
part  of  this  new  section  permits  permanent  employees  who  are  not 
entitled  to  vacation  during  the  first  year  of  service  to  work  overtime 
on  a  voluntary  basis  and  to  use  such  time  as  compensatory  time  off. 
Such  compensatory  time  off  is  in  lieu  of  premium  pay  and  subject  to 
Appointing  Officer  and  Civil  Service  Commission  approval  and  lim- 
ited to  5  days  during  the  first  anniversary  year. 

The  second  part  of  this  new  section  permits  permanent  employees 
who  are  not  entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay  during  the  first  6  months 
of  service  to  work  overtime  on  a  voluntary  basis  to  make  up  sick  leave 
used.  This  overtime  work  is  in  lieu  of  premium  pay  subject  to  Ap- 
pointing Officer  and  Civil  Service  Commission  approval  and  limited 
to  5  days  during  the  first  6  months  of  service.  This  section  also  pro- 
vides a  deduction  from  final  compensation  or  retirement  contributions 
if  the  employee  separates  from  the  service  before  such  overtime  worked 
is  sufficient  to  make  up  the  amount  of  compensatory  time  used. 

SECTION  VI  (A>— HOLIDAYS  (NEW  PARAGRAPH)— This  new 

paragraph  will  authorize  employees  to  work  on  holidays  which  fall  on 
the  2nd,  3rd  or  4th  day  of  their  regular  work  week.  This  amendment 
provides  that  the  work  must  be  voluntary  and  useful  as  certified  by 
the  Appointing  Officer,  and  will  be  performed  without  premium  pay- 
ment. The  employee  will  be  allowed  an  in-lieu  day  off  for  such  holiday 
worked.  No  funds  will  be  authorized  for  replacement  of  employees 
absent  on  such  in-lieu  days. 

SECTION  VII— METHOD  OF  PAYMENT  (A)  (D)— These  are 
technical  amendments  in  order  to  clarify  and  explain  procedures  for 
salary  increments  for  employees  appointed  under  limited  tenure 
authorization  to  a  promotional  position;  provision  for  advancement 
within  the  compensation  schedules  if  during  the  fiscal  year  1969-70 
records  of  service  are  established  and  maintained  by  electronic  data 
processing. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions 
of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  as  set  forth  above  be  adopted, 
and  therefore  they  are  included  in  the  comprehensive  motion  for 
amendment  with  which  I  opened  these  remarks. 

SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSATIONS:  The  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee  presents  to  the  Board  its  recommendations  for 
amendment  of  the  schedule  of  compensations.  The  members  of  the 
Committee  have  made  their  recommendations  with  a  full  awareness 
of  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  services  rendered  by  the  employees, 
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the  requirement  for  maintenance  of  equitable  relationships,  the  man- 
date of  the  people  as  set  forth  in  the  Charter  that  compensations  shall 
be  in  accord  with  the  generally  prevailing  rates  of  wages  for  like  serv- 
ice and  working  conditions,  and  the  necessity  for  preventing  undue 
demands  upon  the  property  tax  base. 

Each  half-schedule  number  (.5)  represents  approximately  a  2i/i  % 
increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule  number,  and  each  full  schedule 
(for  example.  Schedule  21  compared  with  Schedule  20)  represents 
approximately  a  5%  increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule. 

The  miscellaneous  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, those  covered  by  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  before 
you  today,  number  14,458,  divided  into  1,290  classifications. 

I  quote  the  following  tabulation  showing,  generally  and  approxi- 
mately but  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  increases  provided  for  mis- 
cellaneous employees  in  1968  and  those  which  this  year  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and/ or  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee:

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total  amount  of  increases  granted,  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  estimates  that  approximately  $165,000   is 
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attributable  to   new  positions   created  during  the   period  which  has 
elapsed  since  March  1968. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  total  of  requested  salary  increases,  referred 
by  the  Board  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  February  17,  1969, 
aggregating  $7,022,424,  which  was  in  addition  to  the  $7,645,144  pre- 
viously recommended  by  the  Commission  on  January  31,  1969. 

It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  the  total  costs  involved  will  not  neces- 
sarily be  reflected  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year's  budget  total.  Many 
of  the  employees  affected  have  not  yet,  nor  will  they  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  year  or  possibly  three  fiscal  years,  attain  the  maxima 
of  their  respective  salary  ranges. 

COMMISSION  AND  COMMITTEE  RATIONALE:  The  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  at  a  meeting  held  on  January  16,  1969,  approved,  as 
amended,  its  staff  salary  and  wage  survey  report  for  1969-70,  and 
ordered  the  submission  of  its  recommended  schedule  of  compensa- 
tions to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

As  of  January  31,  1969,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  estimated 
that  increases  for  the  craft  classes  fixed  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
151,3  of  the  Charter,  the  wages  for  Municipal  Railway  operators,  and 
the  salaries  of  the  Police  Department  and  Fire  Department  uniformed 
forces,  will  be  approximately  6% .  The  cost  of  such  increases,  includ- 
ing retirement  costs,  is  estimated  to  be  $6,216,443. 

Other  costs  in  the  total  salary  picture  which  are  unknown  at  the 
present  time  are  those  involving  salary  increases  which  may  be  granted 
to  certificated  personnel  by  the  Board  of  Education,  as  well  as  in- 
creased costs  of  sick  leave  with  pay,  vacations,  temporary  assignments 
to  higher  classifications,  overtime,  and  other  fringe  benefits. 

The  salary  and  wage  survey  includes  for  the  first  time  the  classifi- 
cations of  the  positions  in  the  Port  Commission  which  will  be  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  and  County  beginning  February  7,  1969. 
Because  of  time  limitations,  the  Commission  was  unable  to  complete 
the  classification  and  salary  survey  by  January  16,  1969,  the  date  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  action  on  salary  standardization.  The 
classifications  included  in  the  9300  series  are  class  titles  similar  or 
identical  to  the  class  titles  used  by  the  State,  and  the  salaries  indicated 
are  the  salaries  established  for  these  classifications  by  the  State  and 
in  effect  at  the  time  of  the  take-over  by  the  City  and  County. 

The  Committee  following  review  of  the  Port  positions  and  the  gen- 
eral salary  structure  of  the  State  employment  system,  as  well  as  com- 
parable positions  in  the  City  and  County  service,  together  with 
pertinent  data  submitted  and  in  consideration  of  maintaining  proper 
relationships  within  the  service,  has  recommended  for  each  of  the  posi- 
tions involved  a  salary  or  wage  which  includes  an  approximate  5% 
increase  over  rates  currently  paid,  to  preserve  parity  of  increase  with 
most  other  City  and  County  employees.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  next  year,  if  there  is  a  salary  standardization 
survey,  will  include  all  Port  employees  in  its  report,  and  will  assign 
some  Port  classifications  to  the  Charter  Section  151.3  standardization 
formula. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  with  its  staff,  under  Section  151  of 
the  Charter,  represents  the  expert  authority  in  these  matters,  and  upon 
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its  findings  and  conclusions,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  place  some 
measure  of  reliance,  although  within  certain  procedural  limitations, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  the  authority  to  approve,  amend,  or  to 
reject  the  schedules  of  compensations  proposed  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  Nevertheless,  after  public  hearing,  and  after  a  compre- 
hensive and  detailed  study  of  the  report  of  the  recommendations  sub- 
mitted by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  together  with  the  data  and 
arguments  submitted  by  representatives  of  taxpayer,  civic,  and  em- 
ployee interests,  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  concludes 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  which 
constitute  the  second  highest  dollar  total  ever  submitted  to  this  Board, 
must  be  modified. 

The  recommendations  submitted  by  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  result  in  a  proposal  that  most  employees'  salaries  be  in- 
creased by  approximately  5%  over  the  rates  effective  during  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  as  of  June  30,  1969. 

The  recommendations  were  predicated  in  the  case  of  each  classifica- 
tion upon  a  review,  individually  and  class  by  class,  of  all  available 
data,  a  consideration  of  relationships  with  allied  classifications  and 
a  weighing  of  compensation-affecting  influences  in  private  and  other 
public  jurisdictions,  including  among  others  cost-of-living  increases 
in  the  past. 

The  deliberations  of  the  Committee  were  made  complicated  and 
hypersensitive  by  the  multiplicity  of  diverse  interests  and  objectives 
which  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  recommendations  generated. 
Organizations  of  private  citizens  generally  contended  for  sharp  re- 
duction of  the  Commission's  proposals,  while  labor  interests  advocated 
retention  or  upward  revision  of  the  Commission's  recommendations. 
The  contentions  of  both  factions  were  supported  by  persuasive  argu- 
ments, and  a  tense  situation  was  recurrently  agitated  by  unconfirmed 
rumors  of  a  referendum  to  the  voters  on  one  hand,  and  a  work  stop- 
page on  the  other. 

In  the  face  of  widely  divergent  but  always  insistent  pressures,  the 
Committee  offers  a  solution  which  it  believes  is  in  strict  conformity 
with  the  people's  edict,  expressed  in  the  Charter,  that  the  "Super- 
visors shall  fix  a  compensation  which  shall  be  in  accord  with  the 
wages  paid  in  private  employment  or  other  governmental  organiza- 
tions in  the  state  for  the  nearest  comparable  service  and  working 
conditions." 

In  effect,  the  Committee's  action  for  the  first  time  under  modern 
salary  standardization  substantially  reduces  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion's total  recommendation,  but  will  grant  most  employees  under 
Section  151  and  Section  151.1  of  the  Charter  an  approximately  5% 
salary  increase.  A  small  number  of  employees  for  whom  no  job  data 
was  available  and  for  whom  no  fair  relationship  with  other  classifi- 
cations was  discernible  have  not  been  granted  a  salary  increase,  or 
have  been  granted  a  salarv  increase  of  IVi  % ,  in  either  case  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  It  is  stressed  that 
in  the  absence  of  data  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  transmit 
to  the  Commission  in  support  of  a  proposed  increase  for  a  particular 
classification,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  law  does  not  acquire 
jurisdiction  to  increase  the  Commission's  recommendation. 

On  the  other  hand,  another  small  number  of  employees  for  whom 
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the  Commission  had  recommended  salary  increases  of  more  than  5% 
will  be  granted  raises  of  5%,  thus  maintaining  parity  with  the  great 
bulk  of  the  14,458  employees  included  under  Charter  Sections  151 
and  151.1. 

To  summarize  in  arithmetical  fashion  the  various  amounts  involved 
in  the  definitive  actions  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Legis- 
lative and  Personnel  Committee,  the  following  recapitulation  is  set 
forth:

CONCLUSION:  Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee,  Super- 
visor Roger  Boas,  Supervisor  Jack  Morrison  and  the  writer,  has  held 
eight  separate  sessions  of  several  hours'  duration  each,  during  daytime 
and  evening  hours,  in  order  to  give  mature  deliberation  to  the  important 
matter  of  salary  standardization.  It  has  conducted  an  exhaustive  study 
of  the  data  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  individual  em- 
ployees, other  interested  persons,  and  organizations.  The  counsel  of 
all  members  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  at  any  or  all  of  those 
meetings,  and  the  Committee  welcomed  that  which  was  offered. 

The  Committee  members  present  the  foregoing  recommendations 
to  you  with  complete  unanimity.  They  feel  strongly  that  they  repre- 
sent the  best  possible  solution  of  an  admittedly  complex  problem.  It 
will  inevitably  create  the  possibility  of  incongruities  and  inconsis- 
tencies cropping  up  in  the  near  future,  which  can  be  remedied  in  due 
course,  but  on  the  whole,  it  treats  substantially  all  of  the  employees 
alike  and  without  disturbance  of  relationships  which  now  exist. 

The  Committee  members  are  extremely  hopeful  that  the  manifest 
equity  of  their  over-all  recommendations  will  be  acceptable  to  all 
interested  factions,  that  the  employees  will  continue  to  enjoy  a  liveli- 
hood supported  by  adequate  wages,  and  that  the  business  community 
and  other  private  taxpayers  will  continue  to  enjoy  without  disruption 
a  favorable  economy  bolstered  and  enhanced  by  essential  municipal 
services. 

The  Committee  urges  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  to 
recognize  the  essential  fairness  of  its  recommendations,  and  to  vote 
in  favor  of  them,  without  deviation.

on  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  who  are  eligible  for  aid 
because  of  the  continued  absence  of  the  father  from  the  home  only 
to  the  extent  that  the  number  of  such  children  within  the  state  as  com- 
pared with  the  number  on  January  1,  1968,  does  not  exceed  the  ratio 
of  statewide  population  increase  between  those  two  dates  for  all  chil- 
dren in  the  state  under  the  age  of  18." 

Supervisor  Francois  said  that  this  amendment  in  no  way  will  cause 
any  children  in  California  to  become  ineligible  for  aid.  The  result 
will  be  only  to  reduce  the  amount  of  Federal  funds  in  the  Aid  to  Fami- 
lies with  Dependent  Children  program  and  correspondingly  increase 
the  amount  of  state  and  county  funds  required.  This  would  obviously 
increase  the  welfare  burden  on  already  overburdened  counties.  Legis- 
lation is  pending  in  Congress  to  repeal  this  amendment  and  it  would 
seem  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  be  well  advised  to  explore  the 
consequences  of  this  legislation  to  San  Francisco.  Supervisor  Francois 
requested  referral  to  the  appropriate  committee.

Hearing  of  all  persons  interested  in  or  objecting  to  the  proposed  vaca- 
tion of  a  portion  of  Clay  Street  between  Webster  and  Buchanan  Streets.

Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  urged  that  the  Board  act  favorably  on  the 
proposed  street  vacation  on  the  theory  that  hospital  facilities  are  very 
desperately  needed  in  San  Francisco. 

Director  of  Planning  Allan  B.  Jacobs  summarized  the  action  of  the 
City  Planning  Commission  as  stated  in  Resolution  No.  6349,  a  copy 
of  which  is  contained  in  the  file.  Mr.  Jacobs  showed  a  drawing  illus- 
trating the  conditions  imposed  by  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Blake,  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Kenealey  stated  that  the  developer  must  comply  with  the  conditions 
set  forth  by  the  City  Planning  Commission;  if  he  does  not,  a  building 
permit  can  be  denied  him. 

Mr.  Robert  E.  Burns,  President  of  Pacific  Medical  Center  Board, 
University  of  the  Pacific,  urged  approval.  He  stated  the  Board  of 
Directors  is  willing  to  meet  the  terms  laid  down  by  the  City  Planning 
Commission. 

Mr.  Leonard  Berger,  attorney,  called  upon  a  resident  of  the  area, 
who  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  proposal. 

Mr.  Berger  requested — if  a  majority  of  the  Board  favors  closing  this 
portion  of  Clay  Street — that  the  restrictions  as  set  forth  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  be  included  in  the  ordinance  ordering  the  street 
vacation.

STATEMENT  OF  SUPERVISOR  TAMARAS 

RE  SALARY  STANDARDIZATION  ORDINANCE: 

I  propose  as  amendments  to  the  Administrative  Provisions  of  the 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  a  new  Section  VII  "H"  and  a  new 
Section  VII  "I"  that  will  serve  to  bring  the  promotional  classifications 
in  the  transit  operation  series  into  line  with  the  general  policy  of  pay 
recognition  in  promotional  appointments.  As  the  Administrative  Pro- 
visions now  stand,  all  employees  who  are  promoted  receive  the  so- 
called  "double  jump"  in  the  pay  schedule  over  the  pay  they  received 
in  the  lower  class.  Thus  a  railway  inspector  promoted  from  bus  oper- 
ator would  receive  the  double  jump  over  the  base  rate  for  bus  operator. 
Section  VII  "H"  would  require  that  the  pay  in  the  promotional  position 
of  inspector  be  calculated  not  from  the  base  rate  for  bus  operator  but 
from  a  rate  that  included  the  base  rate  plus  the  dollar  value  of  the 
fringe  benefits  of  the  fund  established  for  the  bus  operator.  The  Civil 
Service  Commission  would  be  given  the  authority  to  make  the  necessary 
calculations  to  establish  the  rates  for  promotive  purposes  and  to  adjust 
the  pay  of  all  of  the  employees  in  promotive  ranks  already  appointed 
to  such  positions  on  July  1,  1969.  This  would  insure  that  an  operator 
promoting  to  a  higher  class  would  not  receive  less  than  he  earned  in 
his  prior  position.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  proposal  would 
be  $20,000.00. 

Section  VII  "I"  would  recognize  that  the  supervisory  classes  are 
entitled  to  the  value  of  the  vacation,  retirement  and   health  service 
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fringe  benefits  that  are  now  paid  into  a  fund  for  the  operators.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  this  proposal  would  be  $137,475.00. 

These  amendments  do  not  affect  the  5%  increase  in  the  schedules 
of  compensation  approved  by  this  board  in  the  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance.  Again,  this  amendment  would  not  change  in  any  way  the 
compensation  schedules  approved  by  this  board  in  the  Salary  Stand- 
ardization Ordinance.  These  amendments  would  recognize  the  fact 
that  the  base  classes  of  operators  in  the  railway  do  enjoy  a  fringe 
benefit  that  can  be  translated  into  dollar  values,  and  that  such  benefit 
should  be  taken  into  consideration  when  an  employee  is  promoted 
from  the  class  of  operator.

Statement  of  Terry  A.  Francois  Regarding 
Black-Jewish  Relations 

I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  concern  over,  and  disagreement 
with,  statements  made  a  few  weeks  ago  by  a  national  leader  from  the 
black  community  which  statements  have  been  construed  as: 

1)  constituting  an  unfair,  unwise  and  unwarranted  attack  upon 
the  Jewish  community; 

2)  epitomizing  the  kind  of  stereotyping  to  which  black  people 
have  themselves  been  subjected,  and  which  we  have  properly 
resented; 

3)  containing  the  potential  for  aggravating  and  increasing  inter- 
group  tensions  in  an  already  charged  atmosphere  pertaining 
in  our  society. 

Further,  I  cannot  agree  with  the  maker  of  these  statements  that  the 
sympathies  and  loyalties  of  black  people  are,  or  should  be  with  the 
Arab  nations  in  the  Middle  East  conflict.  The  best  information  avail- 
able suggests  the  contrary,  based  upon  the  substantial  aid  rendered  by 
the  Israeli  government  and  its  citizens  to  many  of  the  developing 
African  nations,  and  the  long  history  of  amicable,  cooperative  black- 
Jewish  relations  domestically.  Such  problems  as  may  exist  in  that  re- 
gard are  not  likely  to  be  alleviated  by  adding  our  voice  to  that  of  the 
anti-Semites. 

The  situation  is  not  likely  to  be  improved  either  by  the  utterance 
of  the  kind  of  anti-Negro,  intemperate  remarks  made  recently  by  a 
local  prominent  attorney,  who  happens  to  be  Jewish. 

In  any  event,  I  did  not  feel  that  I  personally,  wanted  those  remarks 
to  go  unchallenged,  nor  do  I  consider  them  in  the  best  interest  of  our 
community,  its  peace  and  well  being.

"Editor — The  recent  bombing  incident  which  maimed  and  par- 
tially blinded  young  Tim  Peebles  is  the  latest  sacrifice  in  the 
continuing  crisis  at  S:in  Francisco  State  College.  This  young  man, 
according  to  his  former  teachers  and  fellow  students,  was  quiet, 
unassuming,  and  well  liked  by  his  friends  in  East  Palo  Alto.  He 
has  met  with  a  tragedy  which  will  severely  scar  him  in  many  ways 
for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

"It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  students  will  be  shocked  into  bringing 
about  a  resolution  of  the  issues  involved — for  it  is  only  the  stu- 
dents who  can  hopefully  bring  this  whole  crisis  back  into  focus 
around  the  issues — not  personalities. 

"The  issue  is  whether  or  not  there  will  be  a  meaningful  black 
studies  department  and  whether  education  at  the  college  level  can 
prepare  students  to  solve  some  of  the  explosive  social  problems 
which  now  exist  in  this  society.  This  unfortunate  incident  is  too 
high  a  price  to  pay.  Violence  has  never  solved  anything  and  most 
differences  are  still  hammered  out  around  the  conference  table. 
This  is  as  true  of  the  war  in  Vietnam  as  it  is  of  the  war  at  San 
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Francisco  State.    Thoughtful  citizens  can  only  pray  for  peaceful 
solutions  to  both."

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  he  thought  this  modest  increase  a  very 
wisely  thought  out  recommendation  which  strikes  a  balance  between 
the  needs  of  the  downtown  area  and  what  the  riders  can  pay. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  if  he  thought  an  increase  in  fares 
would  help  the  taxpayers,  he  would  support  the  measure.  However, 
any  thorough  study  will  indicate  that  an  increase  in  fares  will  only 
add  to  the  burden  of  the  taxpayers.  It  is  cheaper  for  the  average  home 
owner  and  renter  to  pay  the  Municipal  Railway  deficit  through  the 
tax  rate  than  through  added  fares,  because  half  the  assessment  roll 
covers  the  business  community  and  they  pay  half  of  whatever  deficit 
occurs. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  stated  that  he  will  support  this  basic  five-cent 
fare  increase  with  the  very  strong  request  that  when  the  transit  service 
is  improved  and  additional  equipment  is  in  service,  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  recommend  an  additional  five-cent  increase.  Super- 
visor Mailliard  added  that  he  favors  special  reduced  fares  for  school 
children  and  the  elderly  but  questions  whether  the  Municipal  Railway 
should  assume  this  burden.  The  school  district  and  Social  Services 
Department  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  deciding  who  should 
receive  a  transportanon  subsidy. 

Supervisor  Blake  said  that  he  will  vote  in  favor  of  the  Commission's 
recommendations  even  though  he  does  not  feel  this  is  the  answer  to 
San  Francisco's  transportation  problems.  He  said  the  Public  Utilities

BUDGET  STATEMENT  OF 

SUPERVISOR  DOROTHY  VON  BEROLDINGEN 

ON  BEHALF  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today 
the  proposed  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the 
fiscal  year  1969-1970. 

Two  itemized  lists  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations,  (1) 
budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  have  been  furnished  Board  mem- 
bers. Those  lists,  together  with  the  two  volumes  of  the  budget,  and 
the  looseleaf  supplemental  budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehensive 
budget  report. 

This  year,  the  taxpayers'  plight  is  much  more  than  ordinarily  criti- 
cal. The  Finance  Committee  clearly  recognizes  the  destructive  impact 
of  the  inflationary  trend,  rising  taxes,  and  unbridled  demands  for  addi- 
tional and  more  costly  public  assistance.  The  interests  of  the  taxpayer, 
as  contrasted  with  the  interests  of  the  tax  consumer  and  the  tax  spender, 
require  starkly  realistic  recognition,  analysis  and  treatment.  The  San 
Francisco  taxpayer  and  non-taxpayer,  voter  and  non-voter  alike,  ought 
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to  be  aware  of  the  precise  reasons  and  necessity  for  increased  local 
taxes,  so  that  responsibility  for  them  may  be  placed  properly. 

The  Finance  Committee,  as  briefly  as  possible  without  sacrificing 
factual  essentials,  and  employing  estimated  figures  where  necessary, 
sets  out  below  some  statistical  and  explanatory  material  which  hope- 
fully will  alert  San  Francicans  to  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  City's 
operational  program  and  its  attendant  costs:

Employments:  Of  545  new  positions  recommended  by  the  Mayor, 
the  Committee  recommended  179.  New  positions  are  those  not  here- 
tofore created  in  the  annual  budget  or  supplemental  appropriation 
ordinances.  They  do  not  include  reclassifications  of  existing  positions, 
nor  do  they  reflect  785  positions  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  over  which  the  City  and  County  has  no  jurisdiction.  Major 
increases  are:

Equipment:  In  most  departments  all  new  equipment  has  been  de- 
leted, together  with  all  replacement  equipment  where  deferment  will  not 
halt  performance  of  essential  departmental  service.  In  major  depart- 
ments, the  total  amount  requested,  covering  hundreds  of  items,  has 
been  reduced  to  an  amount  equal  to  or  less  than  last  year's  appropria- 
tion, with  a  caveat  to  department  heads  to  establish  priorities  for  re- 
placement of  most  urgently  needed  items.  Requested  supplemental 
appropriations  will  not  be  entertained  for  items  which  could  have 
been,  but  were  not,  purchased  from  the  budgeted  allowance.  All 
equipment  related  to  disallowed  employments  has  been  deleted. 

New  Programs  or  Services:  Eliminated  generally,  except  for  those 
which  will  produce  excess  revenues  to  be  reflected  in  reduction  of  the 
tax  rate,  or  those  necessary  to  qualify  for  subventions  and  the  like, 
thereby  minimizing  the  tax  rate. 

ART  COMMISSION: 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  Supporting  Services,  allowed  in  the 
regular  budget  is  $23,000,  the  same  as  was  appropriated  in  last  year's 
budget.  The  Mayor  recommended  an  additional  amount  of  $30,000 
in  the  supplemental  budget.  The  Committee  has  not  recommended 
approval  of  that  $30,000  out  of  the  property  tax  funds.  However,  it 
recognizes  clearly  the  desirability  of  the  program  and  has  ascertained 
that  the  $30,000  will  be  made  available  from  the  Publicity  and  Adver- 
tising Fund  established  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  cultural  events 
funded  by  the  hotel  tax.  Thus  a  total  of  $53,000  will  be  made  avail- 
able for  Neighborhood  Arts. 

ADULT  PROBATION  DEPARTMENT: 

The  Adult  Probation  Officer  has  undertaken  to  review  the  possi- 
bility of  double  decking  beds  in  the  930  Bryant  Street  dormitory  so 
as  to  expand  the  work  furlough  program. 

JUVENILE  COURT— PROBATION  OFFICE: 

An  item  of  $8,400  has  been  included  for  rental  of  space  to  accom- 
modate staff  at  locations  outside  the  Youth  Guidance  Center.  The 
Committee  considers  it  essential  that  this  department  wherever  pos- 
sible decentralize  its  operations  and  establish  staffed  branch  offices  in 
various  neighborhoods  where  the  need  for  their  services  is  greatest. 

Additional  employees  approved  in  the  supplemental  budget  requests 
are  required  to  bring  the  probation  staffing  up  to  recommended  Cali- 
fornia Youth  Authority  standards. 

DISASTER  COUNCIL  AND  CORPS: 

In  addition  to  certain  specific  reductions,  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended that  this  department  be  funded  only  until  December  31,  1969, 
when,  pursuant  to  arrangements  which  the  Mayor  will  be  asked  to 
conclude  in  the  interim,  the  existing  staffs  of  the  Police  Department 
and  the  Fire  Department  will  absorb  the  entire  operation.    It  is  the 
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Committee's  further  recommendation  that  the  volunteer  structure  and 
personnel  of  this  department  be  retained  by  the  new  command. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT: 

Uniform  allowance:  The  Committee  recommends  deletion  of  the 
$150,000  submitted  by  the  Mayor.  It  feels  that  neither  the  essential 
services  of  the  department,  nor  its  abihty  to  recruit  new  members,  nor 
the  morale  of  the  present  force  will  be  affected  adversely  by  the  de- 
ferment of  an  item  which  is  desirable  but  which  must  yield  to  the 
decidedly  more  urgent  requirement  for  deceleration  of  a  runaway  tax 
rate. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT: 

Uniform  allowances:  Deleted.  For  comment  see  "Fire  Department" 
above. 

Personnel:  Request  for  5  Sergeants  to  be  promoted  from  Patrolman 
has  been  disapproved.  The  need  for  existing  patrolman  is  greater, 
especially  when  the  approximately  60  vacancies  in  the  Patrolman  force 
are  considered. 

SOCIAL  SERVICES 

The  Committee  has  determined  that  the  practice  of  transferring 
funds  from  categorical  aids  to  other  objects  of  expenditure  is  detri- 
mental ot  the  proper  administration  of  welfare  in  San  Francisco,  and 
accordingly  has  directed  that  no  such  transfers  be  made  in  the  absence 
of  a  re-appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Committee  has  noted  with  approval  the  budgetary  item  of 
$  1 00,000  for  the  work  incentive  program,  which  carries  a  Federal  and 
State  participation  of  92%.  Eligible  fathers  under  the  AFDC  cate- 
gory are  referred  to  this  training  program,  which  has  the  extremely 
salutary  objective  of  qualifying  persons  for  employment  in  private 
industry,  thereby  reducing  the  number  of  persons  on  relief. 

General  assistance:  This  item  is  funded  100%  from  the  local  prop- 
erty tax,  without  State  or  Federal  aid,  and  is  in  the  nature  of  emer- 
gency relief  for  single,  employable  men  and  women,  and  others  not 
eligible  for  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children,  the  aged,  the 
blind  and  the  disabled.  In  1964-65,  $1,635,000  was  budgeted.  In 
1968-69,  $3,700,000  was  budgeted.  The  Committee  in  the  proposed 
budget  has  reduced  the  requested  $8,000,000  to  $3,700,000,  as  was 
budgeted  in  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Aid  to  families  with  dependent  children:  In  the  budget  for  1968-69, 
$24,200,000  was  approved.  For  1969-70,  the  department  requested 
$31,750,000.  The  Mayor  approved  $30,400,000.  Since  this  item  in- 
volves a  judgment  as  to  possible  future  recipients,  and  a  projection  of 
growth  in  caseload  which  must  be  a  subjective  matter,  as  evinced  by 
the  variance  between  the  Social  Service  Commission's  estimate  and 
that  of  the  Mayor,  the  Committee  recommends  that  $25,500,000  be 
budgeted.  That  represents  $24,665,450,  which  is  double  the  actual 
expenditures  during  the  first  half  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  plus  $834,- 
550  or  almost  31/2%. 

SHERIFF 

New  positions:  Three  new  Deputy  Sheriffs  have  been  approved  to 
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provide  acutely  needed  security  in  the  County  Jail.    Other  new  posi- 
tions have  been  disapproved. 

SUPERIOR  COURT 

One  existing,  but  unfilled  position  of  Assistant  Secretary- Jury  Com- 
missioner has  been  deleted. 

BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS 

The  Committee  has  submitted  to  the  Board,  as  items  included  in 
the  approved  supplemental  budget,  those  appropriations  for  Adminis- 
trative Assistants  to  the  Board  members  and  related  materials  and 
supplies.    However,  the  Committee  does  so  without  recommendation. 

CALIFORNIA  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCES: 

The  reconstruction  and  replacement  item  of  $46,000  for  relocation 
and  resetting  of  the  Francis  Scott  Key  monument  has  been  deleted, 
with  the  request  that  the  Academy  and  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  resolve  their  current  dispute  concerning  liability  for  pro- 
vision of  funds,  with  a  report  thereon  to  be  submitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

The  Committee  will  request  the  City  Attorney  to  prepare  a  Charter 
amendment  to  remove  any  restrictions  against  charging  an  admission 
fee  to  these  facilities,  with  the  proviso  that  children  and  residents  of 
San  Francisco  are  to  be  admitted  free,  with  all  others  to  pay  an  ad- 
mission charge. 

PUBLIC  DEFENDER: 

Mr.  Nicco,  representing  the  Public  Defender,  advised  that  his  office 
would  attempt  to  interest  neighboring  counties  in  a  reciprocal  agree- 
ment for  furnishing  counsel  in  cases  involving  conflict  because  of  mul- 
tiple defendants. 

REGISTRAR  OF  VOTERS: 

Election  workers:  Wages  of  Judges  of  Elections  have  been  increased 
from  $17  to  $19  per  day,  and  Inspectors  of  Elections  from  $20  to  $22, 
in  an  attempt  to  recruit  adequate  staff  to  insure  proper  conduct  of 
elections. 

Rental  of  Polling  Places:  Reduced  from  $34,720  to  $30,000  with 
request  that  department  utilize  more  public  rather  than  private  polling 
places. 

REAL  ESTATE— CIVIC  AUDITORIUM  AND  BROOKS  HALL: 

The  Committee  will  request  the  City  Attorney  to  advise  what  re- 
course, if  any,  the  City  has  against  the  electrical  contractor  who  al- 
legedly installed  metallic  cables  in  the  exhibit  area  contrary  to  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  which  called  for  rubber  protected  cables.  A 
budget  item  of  $2,500  is  necessary  for  replacement  of  inadequate 
cables  this  year,  with  additional  replacements  anticipated  for  the  next 
ten  years. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— BUILDING  REPAIR: 

With  respect  to  miscellaneous  maintenance  and  repair  jobs  under 
$5,000,  the  Committee  adopted  a  uniform  policy  of  rejecting  increases 
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over  current  fiscal  year  budget  allowances,  and  rejecting  any  new  proj- 
ects. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— BUILDING  INSPECTION: 

Four  positions  associated  with  inspection  duties  have  been  deleted 
and  may  be  reconsidered  in  the  future  upon  resolution  of  a  dispute 
between  management  and  unions  concerning  type  of  duties  involved. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— ENGINEERING: 

The  Committee  has  submitted  to  the  Board  without  recommenda- 
tion a  supplemental  budget  item  of  $9,865  for  rental  of  quarters  at 
507  Polk  Street  to  house  personnel  assigned  to  Recreation  and  Park 
Engineering,  who  are  to  be  removed  from  the  City  Hall  in  order  to 
make  suitable  rooms  available  to  the  second  floor  Press  Corps  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  Administrative  Assistants. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— SEWER  REPAIR: 

A  $65,000  item  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  side  sewers  has  been 
proposed  as  a  new  service.  It  has  been  and  is  now  paid  for  by  property 
owners.  The  Committee  feels  strongly  that  new  items  involving  sub- 
stantial expenditures  of  property  tax  funds  should  not  be  approved  at 
this  time. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— STREET  CLEANING: 

The  total  budget  recommended  for  this  division  by  the  Mayor  was 
$4,029,999.  The  Committee  has  directed  that  $2,079,400  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Road  Fund  to  this  division.  Thus,  reducing  the  prop- 
erty tax  rate  by  about  lO^/^c  in  addition  to  other  reductions  recom- 
mended. 

PUBLIC  WORKS— CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS: 

Of  $1,287,700  requested,  the  Committee  recommends  approval  of 
a  total  of  $497,100. 

A  supplemental  item  of  $296,400  has  been  included  for  streetside 
landscaping  in  various  locations.  Since  1964-65,  the  total  sum  of 
$1,776,230  has  been  appropriated  for  street  tree  planting,  landscaping 
and  irrigation  system  installations.  The  Board  in  July  of  last  year 
declared  a  policy  of  appropriating  $300,000  annually  for  a  ten-year 
period  to  fund  an  urban  beautification  program.  This  budget  item  in 
question  was  requested  in  substantial  compliance  with  the  Board's 
policy.  However,  the  Committee  feels  that  since  $167,400  is  included 
in  the  Road  Fund  Construction  budget  this  year  on  streetside  land- 
scaping, and  in  view  of  the  considerable  sums  heretofore  expended, 
the  additional  amount  of  $296,400  ought  to  be  deferred  at  this  time 
of  crisis  for  the  property  taxpayer,  and  the  Committee  has  not  recom- 
mended its  inclusion  in  the  approved  supplemental  budget  requests. 

A  requested  supplemental  item  of  classroom  additions  to  four  boys' 
cottages  at  Juvenile  Hall  has  been  recommended  for  reduction  from 
$99,700  to  $20,000.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  in  lieu  of 
constructing  permanent  additions  at  the  requested  figure,  suitable  par- 
titioning of  presently  available  space  can  be  accomplished  in  an  ade- 
quate fashion  at  the  much  lower  figure  recommended. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH: 

This  budget,  including  supplemental  requests  came  to  us  with  a 
total  of  $59,679,479,  an  increase  of  $16,912,650  over  1968-69.  Posi- 
tions approved  by  the  Mayor  totalled  4,024,  an  increase  of  339. 

The  Committee  recommends  a  total  of  $56,333,247  or  a  reduction, 
from  the  Mayor's  submittal,  of  $3,346,232.  Of  the  4,024  new  posi- 
tions before  us,  the  Committee  recommends  approval  of  $3,747,  a 
reduction  of  277,  approving  only  62  of  the  339  submitted.  In  gen- 
eral, the  medical,  nursing  and  technical  personnel  were  accorded  pri- 
ority over  clerical  and  administrative. 

The  Committee  has  adopted  a  policy  of  requiring  a  showing  of 
absolute  necessity  for  new  employments  in  this  department,  even 
though  it  may  be  indicated  that  related  projects  are  to  be  the  subject 
of  state  subventions.  The  Committee  is  apprehensive  that  if  all  re- 
quested positions  were  to  be  granted,  in  the  future  supporting  sub- 
ventions from  the  State  or  Federal  government  might  be  discontinued 
and  the  City  be  required  to  assume  full  costs  of  operation,  as  has 
occurred  at  times  in  the  past. 

Administration:  A  new  item  of  $6,600  has  been  approved  for  Canon 
Kip  Clinic.  It  provides  a  needed  service  for  the  underprivileged  in 
the  South  of  Market  area,  which  otherwise  would  have  to  be  furnished 
by  City  personnel  and  facilities. 

San  Francisco  General  Hospital:  Blood:  $150,000  is  the  total  of 
anticipated  expenditures  during  1968-69.  The  Committee  recommends 
approval  of  $175,000  for  1969-70,  with  the  request  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  sponsor  a  blood  drive  among  City  employees 
and  others  which,  at  a  value  of  $20.00  per  pint,  will  substantially  re- 
duce the  amount  of  money  required. 

Community  Mental  Health  Services:  This  division's  budget  has 
evolved  from  an  expenditure  of  $3,382,154  in  1967-68,  to  a  1968-69 
total  budget  of  $4,339,560,  to  a  requested  1969-70  total  budget,  ex- 
clusive of  supplemental s,  of  $16,984,772.  Although  State  support  is 
approximately  90%  on  most  items,  the  growing  demand  on  City  prop- 
erty taxes  is  obvious. 

New  jobs  aggregating  207  were  requested  by  the  Department,  of 
which  the  Mayor  approved  189,  and  of  which  the  Committee  has  rec- 
ommended 46. 

The  Alcoholism  Bureau  has  been  transferred  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health,  Administration  Division,  to  the  Community  Mental 
Health  Services,  to  take  advantage  of  the  greater  State  subvention. 
The  C.M.H.S.  submitted  a  budget  of  $1,052,056  for  the  alcoholism 
program.  This  compares  with  $10,082  actually  spent  in  1967-68  and 
$47,459  budgeted  for  1968-69.  While  the  program  is  worthwhile,  the 
taxpayers  cannot  afford  it  at  this  time.  The  same  staff  of  three  em- 
ployees which  has  served  this  year  is  recommended  for  next. 

DE  YOUNG  MUSEUM: 

The  Committee  has  attempted  to  make  some  reasonable  adjustments 
in  amounts  requested  for  the  Brundage  Collection  of  Oriental  Arts, 
but  was  restrained  in  large  measure  by  the  City's  commitments  in 
relation  to  its  acceptance  of  the  gift.    The  Controller  reports  that  the 
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total  amount  expended  by  the  City  on  the  collection,  beginning  with 
the  bond  fund  approved  by  the  voters  in  1960,  is  $4,137,816. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

Leased  books  have  been  increased  from  $68,500  in  1968-69  to 
$75,316;  subscriptions  from  $64,500  to  $72,000;  library  and  reference 
books  from  probable  actual  expenditures  of  $689,500  during  1968-69 
to  $725,000. 

HOTEL  ROOM  TAX  FUND: 

The  Committee  has  had  drafted  and  will  introduce  for  reference 
to  committee  and  public  hearing,  a  proposed  ordinance  which,  if  en- 
acted, will  transfer  to  the  General  Fund  as  of  June  30,  1969,  one- 
half  of  all  funds  heretofore  allocated  and  set  aside  for  the  Sports  Arena 
Convention  Center  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Redevelopment  Area;  and 
further,  transfer  to  the  General  Fund  as  of  June  30,  1970,  one-half  of 
the  moneys  specifically  allocated  and  set  aside  for  the  Center  during 
the  fiscal  year  1969-70  ending  that  date.  As  a  consequence,  approxi- 
mately $1,400,000  will  be  diverted  to  the  General  Fund  without 
jeopardizing  plans  for  the  Convention  Center,  and  thus  will  reduce  the 
property  tax  rate  in  the  fiscal  years  mentioned. 

PUBLICITY  AND  ADVERTISING  FUND: 

These  moneys,  derived  from  the  Hotel  Tax,  are  estimated  to  total 
$3,400,000. 

RECREATION  AND  PARK: 

Golf  courses:  Four  new  positions  are  recommended,  at  a  total  cost 
of  $25,587.  It  is  anticipated  that  they  will  produce  additional  revenue 
in  an  amount  to  more  than  offset  the  cost,  in  addition  to  providing 
much-needed  service. 

Candlestick  Park:  The  Committee  has  approved  an  item  of  $36,000 
for  promotional  services.  This  was  requested  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  1967  and  has  the  additional  endorsements  of  the  Down  Town 
Association  and  other  major  representatives  of  taxpayer  interests  such 
as  the  Civic  League  of  Improvement  Clubs  and  Associations.  The 
item  was  necessarily  deferred  in  1967  and  1968  pending  a  decision  to 
proceed  with  the  Candlestick  Expansion  Project.  With  the  multi- 
million  dollar  planned  expansion  program,  it  is  essential  to  make  pro- 
vision for  production  of  substantial  additional  use  of  the  stadium  and 
the  increased  revenue  therefrom.  No  other  major  stadium  in  the 
country  lacks  such  service,  which  is  not  only  revenue  producing  but 
is  essential  in  the  highly  competitive  field  of  attracting  events  and  visi- 
tors. It  is  imperative  that  the  contractor  with  whom  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission  will  enter  into  an  agreement  commence  services  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  in  order  to  obtain  commitments  for  next 
year's  rentals  early  enough  to  avoid  loss  to  competitors.  The  consum- 
mation of  the  contract  will  be  dependent  upon  a  final  decision  to 
proceed  with  the  expansion  project,  final  plans  and  figures  for  which 
are  currently  being  drafted  by  the  architects;  the  Commission  in  pre- 
paring the  agreement  undoubtedly  will  include  a  proviso  for  termina- 
tion in  the  event  of  project  abandonment. 

Recreation  for  the  Handicapped:  The  Committee  recommends  an 
appropriation  of  $125,000  for  this  special  service,  which  is  housed  in 
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the  Fleishhacker  Pool  Building.  An  additional  item  was  requested  in 
the  amount  of  $175,000  as  the  City's  contribution  toward  construction 
of  a  new  facility  on  park  lands  at  a  total  cost  of  $525,000.  A  majority 
of  the  Committee  feels  that  the  present  facility  can  serve  adequately 
for  the  time  being,  and  that  deferment  at  this  time  of  tax  crisis  is  in 
order,  despite  Board  Resolution  No.  610-68  adopted  last  September 
when  the  entire  context  and  implications  of  the  Annual  Budget  were 
not  before  the  Board. 

Zoo:  The  Committee  has  suggested  that  the  Commission  consider 
charging  an  entrance  fee  to  the  zoo  with  possibly  two  alternatives,  one 
at  a  higher  level  to  assure  maintenance  of  one  of  the  world's  finest 
zoos,  and  a  lower  level  which  would  take  into  account  the  desirability 
of  making  the  facilities  available  to  a  broad  spectrum  of  economic 
classes.  President  Shorenstein  stated  he  will  reopen  the  entire  matter 
before  the  Commission. 

Bayview-Hunters  Point  Recreation  and  Park  Facilities:  The  Recrea- 
tion and  Park  Commission  is  planning  development  of  new  recreation 
and  park  facilities  in  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  area.  The  total  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  project  is  $2,285,000.  An  item  of  $20,000  is  allowed 
in  the  budget  before  you  for  planning  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point 
recreation  center.  However,  a  proposed  item  of  $230,000  for  purchase 
of  land  has  been  recommended  for  deletion  by  a  majority  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  in- 
formed the  Committee  that  it  is  currently  formulating  a  multi-purpose 
bond  issue  and  the  Committee  majority  believes  that  land  acquisition 
and  construction  of  the  recreation  center  should  be  included  in  the 
proposed  bond  issue.  The  Board  to  date  has  not  been  advised  of  plans 
for  the  completion  of  the  recreation  and  park  area,  and  the  Com- 
mittee majority  recommends  the  foregoing  action,  predicated  on  the 
lack  of  information  together  with  the  premise  that  it  is  difficult  to 
conceive  that  the  Board  would  be  asked  to  fund  the  project  by  includ- 
ing in  the  budget  $1,000,000  per  year  for  the  next  two  years,  out  of 
the  property  tax  rate. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  UNIFIED  SCHOOL  DISTRICT: 

At  this  time,  the  Board  of  Education  reports  that  its  proposed  annual 
budget  totals  $113,873,628,  an  increase  of  $15,938,885,  including 
7,393  positions,  an  increase  of  768.  The  City  and  County,  specifically 
the  Mayor  and  the  Supervisors,  has  no  control  over  this  budget. 

ROAD  FUND— STREET  PLANTING: 

The  total  budget  for  this  division  is  $422,803. 

ROAD  FUND— CONSTRUCTION: 

The  Committee  has  transferred  the  sum  of  $1,979,400  to  the  credit 
of  the  Street  Cleaning  Division,  Department  of  Public  Works.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Committee  has  deleted  from  the  $100,000  previously  trans- 
ferred from  the  Road  Fund  to  the  Street  Cleaning  budget,  the  amount 
of  $90,500,  thus  making  a  total  of  $2,079,400  which  will  be  used  to 
reduce  the  tax  rate. 

EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM: 

Total  retirement  allowances,  exclusive  of  supplemental  require- 
ments, because  of  voters'  approvals  are  $36,779,207,  an  increase  of 
$16,777,954. 
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HEALTH  SERVICE  SYSTEM: 

Mandatory  City  allowance  for  medical  plans  totals  $8,124,000,  an 
increase  of  $2,024,042. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY: 

An  item  of  $2,913,000  for  replacement  of  rolling  stock  has  been 
approved. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  PORT  COMMISSION: 

1 969-70  will  mark  the  first  full  year  of  the  Port  Commission's  opera- 
tion under  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  rather  than  the 
State  of  California.  The  Port  Commission's  operations  are  largely  an 
unknown  quantity  insofar  as  relativity  to  established  City  and  County 
departments  is  concerned.  The  Committee  believes  that  further  review 
of  and  added  familiarity  with  the  Port  Commission's  functions  during 
the  fiscal  year  will  better  establish  firm  bases  upon  which  to  gauge 
adequate  budget  allowances.  Therefore,  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended only  those  additions  or  deletions  which  appear  on  the  accom- 
panying supplemental  budget  list. 

It  is  particularly  noted,  however,  that  the  budget  requests  of  the  Port 
Commission  for  operations,  equipment,  capital  improvements  and 
bonded  indebtedness  total  approximately  $15  million,  while  the  esti- 
mate of  revenues  other  than  taxes  for  1969-70  total  $11,800,000, 
thus  requiring  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $3,200,000  out  of  the 
Commission's  surplus  fund  of  $8,800,000.  The  Port  has  explained 
the  foregoing  as  being  occasioned  by  extraordinary  expenditures  for 
capital  improvements.  Nevertheless  the  Committee  has  observed  that 
the  perpetuation  of  such  practice  may  in  a  relatively  short  time  require 
property  tax  support  for  the  Port  Commission's  operations. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS,  ANNUAL  SALARY 
ORDINANCE: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  Sec- 
tion 1.34,  Maximum  Rate  For  Part-Time  Service,  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  maximum  rate  effective  July  1,  1969,  for  part-time  services  shall 
not  exceed  $221  per  month,  including  the  value  of  any  allowances." 
The  current  rate  is  $210.  The  change  in  rate  is  required  by  Charter 
Section  142.  The  Finance  Committee  concurs  with  the  Commission's 
proposal. 

The  Controller  has  furnished  cost  data  relative  to  charges  levied 
for  accommodations,  services  and  facilities  furnished  to  employees  in 
the  various  departments.  As  reflected  in  Section  1.35  of  the  ordinance, 
no  changes  of  1968-69  charges  are  recommended  except  as  follows: 
(1)  O'Shaughnessy  Guest  Cottage,  rate  per  person  per  day,  from  $18.00 
to  $24.00;  (2)  Meals  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  boarding  house,  rate  per 
day,  from  $3.75  to  $4.25. 

Last  year,  the  Finance  Committee  was  asked  to  review  the  desira- 
bility of  increasing  the  per  diem  travel  allowance  from  $20.00  to 
$30.00.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  other  budgetary  requirements, 
does  not  deem  it  advisable  to  recommend  such  a  change  at  this  time, 
although  it  recognizes  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  allowance. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS— ANNUAL 
APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE: 

The  Controller  has  recommended  two  amendments.  One  will  renew 
authorization  for  the  practice  of  making  compensation  reserve  funds 
for  lump  sum  payment  to  poUce  officers  upon  death  or  retirement  for 
accumulated  sick  leave  benefits.  The  other  provides  that  Federal 
funds  received  for  Municipal  Railway  equipment  is  appropriated  for 
such  purpose  and  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Railway's  non-profit  cor- 
poration. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  recommending  the  two  amend- 
ments. 

ASSESSMENT  ROLL: 

The  Finance  Committee  and  other  members  of  the  Board  are  aware 
of  the  Assessment  Roll's  vital  impact  upon  the  tax  rate,  and,  more  to 
today's  point,  its  paramount  role  in  effecting  an  equitable  distribution 
of  the  tax  burden  as  between  property  which  is  residential  (one-family, 
essentially  non-revenue-producing)  and  commercial  (revenue-produc- 
ing). 

It  has  been  reported  that  at  about  the  time  A.B.  80  required  the 
Assessor  to  assess  all  taxable  property  at  a  uniform  percentage  (in  San 
Francisco,  25%)  of  his  estimate  of  full  cash  value,  numerous  large 
commercial  buildings  experienced  a  substantial  reduction  in  estimated 
full  cash  value. 

It  appears  to  the  Committee  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  an  imme- 
diate re-appraisal  of  major  commercial  properties  might  result  in  a 
determination  of  substantially  greater  full  cash  value,  thus  producing 
a  greater  proportion  of  the  property  tax  from  commercial  properties 
and  conversely  reducing  the  proportion  to  be  paid  by  the  single-family 
homeowner. 

The  Committee  submits  this  matter  to  the  Assessor  for  consideration 
or  further  consideration,  as  the  case  may  be. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan 
B.  Cooper,  his  budget  assistants,  David  Fong  and  Daniel  McDonagh, 
and  their  staff  for  their  valued  assistance. 

BOARD  ACTION: 

In  order  that  all  the  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended  changes 
in  relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee  has  completed  its  re- 
view of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption  as  was  possible  in  view 
of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The  Charter  provides  that  the 
Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The  Budgetary 
Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be  adopted 
later  than  May  19. 

On  the  date  to  be  selected  by  the  Board,  not  later  than  May  19,  I 
will  move  that  the  budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board,  be  adopted. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are  Super- 
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visor  Francois  and  Supervisor  Tamaras)  submit  their  recommendations 
to  the  Board  with  unanimity  and  without  recordation  of  the  very  few 
informal  dissents  which  were  expressed  in  Committee  sessions. 

Every  member  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  to  attend  any  or 
all  of  the  Finance  Committee's  departmental  hearings  and  executive 
sessions,  and  to  favor  the  Committee  with  any  suggestions  he  might 
have  to  offer.  The  Committee  welcomed  those  who  found  it  possible 
to  attend,  and  the  comments  of  all  who  submitted  them.  The  Com- 
mittee's recommendations  for  amendment  reflect  full  acceptance  of 
such  suggestions,  and  the  absence  of  others  encourages  the  members 
of  the  Committee  to  believe  that  the  budget  as  recommended  will  have 
the  unanimous  support  of  their  colleagues.

He 
stated  that  he  has  tried  over  past  years  to  change  this  horse  and  buggy 
method  of  adopting  a  budget.  Supervisor  Blake  said  he  was  sure  the 
Board  was  under-budgeting  and  that  many  departments  would  have 
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to  come  before  the  Board  during  the  year  to  request  supplemental 
appropriations.  This  is  not  the  proper  way  to  operate.  Until  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  a  budget  analysis  staff,  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
have  a  right  to  protest.

STATEMENT  OF  TERRY  A.  FRANCOIS. 

Is  the  Journey  to  the  Moon  a  Wasp  Venture? 

"In  an  age  of  most  serious  domestic  discord  we  are  about  to  embark 
on  a  trip  that  will  land  the  first  man  on  the  moon.  This  will  usher  in 
an  era  of  scientific  achievement  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  man.  It 
is  truly  an  event  of  which  all  Americans  can  take  pride. 

"There  are,  however,  some  questions  which  should  be  raised  before 
we  launch  the  final  segment  of  these  historic  series  of  events. 

"The  space  program  has  been  supported  and  paid  for  by  all  Ameri- 
cans— even  to  the  degree  of  being  given  priority  over  some  of  our  more 
pressing  problems  here  on  earth,  such  as  housing,  employment,  racial 
crisis,  education,  etc.  No  thinking  American,  however,  would  deny  his 
pride  in  the  cooperative  efforts  of  all  of  our  people  to  be  the  first 
country  to  land  on  the  moon. 

"I  do  think,  however,  that  we  should  give  serious  thought  to  make 
sure  that  a  true  image  of  America  is  projected  in  this  unprecedented 
flight. 
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"Is  it  by  pure  coincidence  that  those  who  have  participated,  and  are 
scheduled  to  participate,  as  the  inevitable  heroes,  the  astronauts,  are 
representative  of  but  one  portion  of  our  muhi-racial,  multi-ethnic 
American  society?  Will  future  generations  inquire  as  to  where  were 
the  Blacks,  the  Browns,  the  Yellows,  the  Jews  when  these  brave  men 
conquered  outer  space?  I  am  not  even  certain  that  a  representative 
number  of  Catholics  have  been  included  among  those  chosen  to  serve 
as  astronauts. 

"Now  some  will  say  that  the  racial  minorities  may,  by  reason  of  their 
disadvantaged  past,  be  unable  to  comprehend  the  complexities  of  the 
program.  But  why  then,  no  Jewish  astronauts?  Surely  a  people  who 
produced  an  Einstein  should  have  members  who  can  grasp  the  prin- 
ciples of  astro-physics. 

"The  decision  is  to  be  made  this  Thursday,  whether  or  not  it  is  safe 
for  Astronauts  Edwin  Aldrin,  Jr.,  Neil  Armstrong  and  Michael  Collings 
to  embark  on  the  historic  flight. 

"Perhaps  a  postponement  of  this  flight  until  such  safety  measures 
are  taken  to  ensure  a  safer  journey  would  be  in  order.  This  will  also 
give  America  time  to  re-evaluate  the  image  she  wishes  to  project  to 
the  world  and  perhaps  re-order  our  priorities.  During  this  age  of  student 
rebellion,  economic  crisis,  and  racial  tension — it  would  seem  that  we 
should  avail  ourselves  of  our  greatest  chance  to  tell  the  world  that  ours 
is  a  multi-racial,  many  faceted,  diverse  country  of  many  talents,  a 
unique  claim  which  can  only  be  made  by  America.  It  is  time  we  tell 
that  story  to  the  world  and  to  its  history."

or  any  person  who  deems  that  his  interests  or  property  or  that 
the  general  public  interest  will  be  adversely  affected  as  the  result 
of  operations  authorized  by  or  under  any  permit  or  license  granted 
or  issued  by  any  department,  may  appeal  to  the  board  of  permit 
appeals.  Such  board  shall  hear  the  applicant,  the  permit-holder, 
or  other  interested  parties,  as  well  as  the  head  or  representative  of 
the  department  issuing  or  refusing  to  issue  such  license  or  permit, 
or  ordering  the  revocation  of  same.

Supervisor  Morrison  proposed  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of 
instituting  a  one-way  fare  plan  for  the  Municipal  Railway  as  a  con- 
venience for  riders  and  for  greater  efficiency  in  city  government. 

He  said  that  perhaps  this  would  work  as  a  start  only  for  the  central 
business  district  during  commute  hours:  say  from  6:00  a.m.  to  9:00 
a.m.  and  from  4:00  p.m.  to  6:30  p.m.,  during  which  time  inbound 
riders  would  pay  a  double  fare  and  outbound  riders  would  board  free 
of  charge.

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  he  has  received  a  strong  complaint 
about  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  such  as  motorcycles  and  dune  buggies 
on  Ocean  Beach  and  about  the  unrestricted  target  practice  there  and 
the  shooting  of  shore  birds.  Supervisor  Morrison  said  he  has  been 
assured  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  that  they  will  see  to 
it  that  the  target  practicing  is  abated  but  that  the  department  was  not 
aware  of  the  passage  of  legislation  prohibiting  the  use  of  motor  vehicles 
on  Ocean  Beach.

Calling  for  a  municipal  program  to  control  smog. 

Supervisor  Morrison  called  attention  to  the  terrible  smog  that  cov- 
ered San  Francisco  this  last  week.  He  stated  that  the  City  and  County 
Government  should  have  an  official  city  program  to  combat  the  smog 
problem.  The  City  itself  is  the  worst  smog  offender  in  San  Francisco 
with  its  3200  smog-producing  City  vehicles,  and  should  take  the  lead 
in  working  to  eliminate  the  problem. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  the  City  should  join  with  the  State  and 
Federal  governments  in  pilot  programs  to  test  non-smog  producing 
modes  of  transportation,  such  as  steam  and  electric,  that  the  City 
should  initiate  lawsuits — such  as  have  worked  successfully  in  the  State 
of  New  Jersey — to  force  airlines  to  use  the  new  smokeless  engines, 
that  the  City  should  join  in  Attorney  General  Thomas  Lynch's  law- 
suit against  the  automobile  manufacturers  to  prevent  them  from  pro- 
ducing more  automobiles  from  which  the  high  smog  output  is  injurious 
to  all  forms  of  animal  and  plant  life. 

Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  (1)  communications  be  directed 
to  the  Mayor,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, Police  and  Fire  Departments,  asking  for  their  suggestions  for 
an  innovative  program  the  City  could  begin  to  attempt  to  find  new 
sources  of  vehicular  power;  (2)  communication  be  directed  to  the 
City  Attorney,  asking  him  about  the  feasibility  and  advisability  of  filing 
actions  in  court  against  airline  companies  which  are  not  using  the  new 
smogless  jet  engines;  and  (3)  a  communication  be  directed  to  the  City 
Attorney,  requesting  that  he  report  to  the  Board  on  the  feasibility  and 
desirability  of  San  Francisco's  joining  in  the  Attorney  General's  suit 
against  automobile  companies  to  compel  better  smog  control  devices 
on  automobiles.

Supervisor  Morrison  recalled  that  several  weeks  ago  he  had  asked 
that  several  City  departments  come  forward  with  programs  which 
would  put  San  Francisco  in  the  lead  in  combating  air  pollution,  point- 
ing out  that  the  City  operates  many  motor  vehicles  and  that  the  auto- 
mobile is  responsible  for  about  seventy  percent  of  the  smog  problem. 

Supervisor  Morrison  presented  a  communication  from  Architectural 
Specialties,  Inc.  suggesting  the  use  of  butane  as  a  substitute  smog-free 
fuel,  and  a  communication  from  Consolidated  Engineering  Technology 
Corporation,  suggesting  the  use  of  methanol  (wood  alcohol)  as  a  sub- 
stitute fuel.  Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  communications  over 
his  signature  be  directed  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  to 
the  Manager  of  Utilities,  forwarding  the  above-mentioned  communi- 
cations, and  asking  that  the  departments  give  the  proposals  their  full 
consideration  in  their  program  for  lessening  air  pollution. 
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No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Undergrounding  of  utilities  and  law  enforcement  in  the  Upper  Delmar 
Neighborhood. 

Supervisor  Morrison  presented  a  communication  from  the  Upper 
Delmar  Street  Neighborhood  Improvement  Association  relative  to 
problems  in  that  neighborhood. 

Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  a  communication  over  his  sig- 
nature bs  directed  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  sending  a  copy 
of  the  communication  from  the  Association,  and  asking  for  a  report 
to  him  and  the  Board  on  the  feasibility  of  going  ahead  in  the  near 
future  with  undergrounding  of  utilities.  Supervisor  Morrison  also 
asked  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  Police  Department  with  a  request  for 
comments  relative  to  the  proposals  in  the  communication  relative  to 
law  enforcement.

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  if  cities  are  to  solve  the  problems 
which  have  now  reached  a  crisis  stage,  they  must  move  locally  and  at 
the  state  and  national  level.  He  suggested  three  major  ways  in  which 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  might  become  a  goad  to  action:  By  pressing 
for  increased  revenue  sharing  by  the  Federal  Government;  working 
toward  establishment  of  different  assessment  ratios  for  residential  and 
commercial  or  income-producing  properties;  by  diversification  of  the 
local  tax  structure. 

In  the  latter  regard.  Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  the  Board  should 
bring  the  business  tax  up  to  its  full  predicted  revenue  of  twenty  mil- 
lion dollars  a  year.  Or,  it  might  be  that  the  Board  will  wish  to  con- 
sider other  forms  of  taxation.  In  any  case,  action  must  be  taken 
locally  to  relieve  the  tax  burden  on  the  home  owner. 

Supervisor  Morrison  noted  a  statement  in  the  report  of  the  State 
Legislative  Representative  on  the  1969  regular  session  as  follows:  "One 
of  the  other  City's  policy  positions  was  a  bill  repealing  a  current 
Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  section  prohibiting  local  governments 
f  om  levying  an  income  tax.  Unfortunately,  we  could  not  get  a  single 
member  of  the  Legislature  to  introduce  this  legislation."  Supervisor 
Morrison  said  it  seems  odd  that  after  the  Board  sets  policy,  not  one 
of  the  City's  representatives  in  the  Legislature  would  be  willing  to 
introduce  implementing  legislation. 

Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  communications  over  his  signa- 
ture be  sent  to  the  City's  representatives  in  the  California  Legislature, 
pointing  out  this  statement  of  Mr.  Shelley  and  asking  if  they  would  be 
willing  to  introduce  such  a  measure  at  the  next  session.

Ayes:  Supervisors  Blake,  Boas,  Ertola,  Francois,  Gonzales,  Mail- 
liard,  Mendelsohn,  Morrison,  Pelosi,  Tamaras,  von  Beroldingen — 11. 

Refused  Adoption. 

Motion  to  Continue  Consideration. 

Supervisor  Mailliard,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Tamaras,  moved  that 
consideration  be  continued  to  January  12,  1970,  so  that  the  two  newly 
elected  Board  members  only  may  vote  on  the  proposal. 

Motion  refused  adoption  by  the  following  vote:

Supervisor  Mailliard  stated  that  he  has  grave  doubts  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  Mission  Coalition  represents  the  people  of  the  Mission 
District.  The  by-laws  give  absolute  control  over  the  program  to  the 
Coalition;  also,  the  language  describing  the  make-up  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  not  as  specific  as  it  should  be.  For  these  reasons,  Supervisor 
Mailliard  said,  he  urged  a  no  vote  on  the  proposal  as  presented  to  the 
Board  today. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Gonzales,  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Kenealey  said  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  the  final 
authority  for  approving  any  application  to  the  Federal  Government 
for  a  model  cities  program.  The  Board  may  hear  testimony  from 
individuals  other  than  the  corporation  here  set  up  or  the  Coalition 
and  include  additions  to  the  program  within  its  application.  Super- 
visor Gonzales  stated  that  in  his  view  the  Mission  Coalition  is  the  best 
citizens  group  existing  in  the  Mission  District.    He  urged  an  aye  vote. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  read  off  the  names  of  groups  participating 
in  the  Mission  Coalition.  They  will  present  a  plan  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  after  which  the  Board  wiH  make  the  ultimate  decisions. 
He  said  that  if  a  bulldozing,  redevelopment  program  in  the  Mission 
District  is  to  be  avoided,  the  City  must  go  ahead  with  this  plan. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  said  that  she  doubts  that  the  Mission 
Coalition  represents  the  people  of  the  Mission  District.  She  said  that 
she  foresees  a  great  deal  of  conflict  between  two  opposing  viewpoints. 
Rather  than  solving  problems,  the  City  will  be  compounding  existing 
problems  by  this  action  today.    It  is  apparent  that  something  must  be 
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done  when  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  system  is  completed, 
but  action  at  this  time  is  premature.  Action  should  be  deferred  until 
it  becomes  more  apparent  what  effect  the  transit  system  will  have  on 
property  values. 

Supervisor  Francois  reminded  the  Board  that  the  same  people  who 
are  now  opposing  this  proposal  because  of  the  alleged  surrendering  by 
the  government  of  too  much  power  to  the  Mission  Coalition,  several 
years  ago  opposed  establishment  of  a  redevelopment  project  area  in 
the  Mission  because  of  too  much  government  action.  Supervisor 
Francois  said  he  is  convinced  these  people  only  want  development  of 
the  Mission  District  by  private  speculators;  under  such  private  devel- 
opment, the  poor  and  members  of  the  minority  groups  presently  living 
there  will  have  no  place.  The  Board  must  move  now  if  government 
is  to  have  any  hand  in  the  future  of  that  community. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  he  has  never  seen  a  project  begun 
with  as  much  opposition  as  this.  He  said  he  would  never  support  any 
project  which  is  not  representative  of  the  area.  There  is  nothing 
wrong  with  development  by  the  private  sector;  people  should  not  al- 
ways look  to  government  to  do  the  necessary  job. 

Supervisor  Morrison  urged  a  favorable  vote  on  the  subject  proposal. 
He  said  this  concept  is  a  significant  step  forward  for  putting  the  deci- 
sion-making power  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of  the  neighborhoods. 
One  of  the  great  problems  of  this  age  is  the  development  of  institu- 
tional forms  of  government  which  will  allow  people  in  the  neighbor- 
hoods to  have  a  greater  say  in  the  decisions  that  affect  their  lives  so 
closely.  Supervisor  Morrison  added  that  he  has  no  doubt  the  Coalition 
has  problems  in  broadening  the  base  of  its  support,  but  it  does  have 
widespread  support  and  is  the  most  effective  and  promising  tool  to 
organize  this  district  which  very  badly  needs  help  from  the  govern- 
ment. 

Supervisor  Pelosi  asked  that  the  record  contain  the  following  ques- 
tions and  responses: 

Supervisor  Pelosi:  Is  there  anything  whatsoever  in  the  by-laws  be- 
fore us  which  provides  for  power  of  condemnation  by  the  Mission 
Coalition  or  the  Model  Neighborhood  Corporation? 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Kenealey:  No.  The  power  of  condemnation 
is  delegated  to  the  City  and  County  under  State  law.  It  cannot  be 
delegated  to  a  private  organization. 

Supervisor  Pelosi:  Please  tell  us  what  model  cities  legislation  means 
in  terms  of  programs,  apart  from  physical  buildings  or  structures. 

Assistant  Deputy  for  Development  Anderson:  All  kinds  are  pos- 
sible under  this  program.  It  embraces  all  Federal  agencies,  including 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  job  training,  unemployment,  trans- 
portation, recreational  facilities,  education.  It  invites  innovative  ideas 
about  how  to  use  the  supplemental  funds.  It  invites  you  to  list  the 
problems  and  state  what  you  want  to  do  about  them  and  to  state  your 
priorities. 

Supervisor  Pelosi:  Upon  completion  of  this  study,  the  Board  could 
request  that  grants  be  given  for  education,  for  health  services,  or  job 
training  and  make  no  request  for  funds  for  physical  facilities? 
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Mr.  Anderson:  That  is  true;  however,  if  you  identify  problems,  you 
must  say  what  you  are  going  to  do  about  them.  There  is  no  prerequi- 
site about  what  you  must  submit  in  the  program. 

Supervisor  Pelosi:  Please  tell  us  whether  or  not  in  this  document 
any  group  or  persons  or  organizations  have  any  power  whatsoever 
regarding  veto  of  any  program  this  Board  might  submit  to  the  Federal 
government? 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Kenealey:  The  contract,  the  by-laws,  and  the 
resolution  before  you  do  not  provide  for  veto  power  over  decisions  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  City  Attorney  has  rendered  an  opinion 
that  such  a  veto  power  could  not  exist.  If  the  Board  desires  to  add  pro- 
grams to  a  plan  for  submission  to  the  government,  this  Board  would 
have  the  authority  to  add  such  programs.  Under  provisions  of  the 
City's  Administrative  Code,  all  applications  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment for  grants  must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

that  it  will  not  inflict  injury  on  the  small  businessman  and  yet  at  the 
same  time  yield  a  higher  revenue.  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  re- 
quested that  the  Tax  Collector  also  be  asked  to  report  on  the  cost  of 
enforcement  if  the  ordinance  were  to  be  restructured,  and  to  consider 
other  possible  sources  of  revenue,  such  as  a  tax  on  alcoholic  bverages 
or  cigarettes. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

With  respect  to  the  foregoing  request  of  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen, 
Supervisor  Morrison  recalled  that  on  October  7,  1969,  in  response  to 
his  request  in  Board,  communications  had  been  directed  to  the  Con- 
troller, City  Attorney,  and  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  asking  for 
a  review  and  report  on  the  business  tax  ordinance,  with  suggestions 
for  amendment  to  make  the  tax  more  equitable  while  increasing  reve- 
nue therefrom.  Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  follow-up  com- 
munications be  directed  to  the  aforementioned  addressees,  asking  for 
a  response  to  his  communication  of  October  7,  1969. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Urging  that  State  aid  to  the  totally  disabled  be  made  available  to  per- 
sons disabled  because  of  addiction  to  the  use  of  alcohol  or  drugs. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  persons 
who  are  unable  to  work  because  they  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcohol 
or  drugs  are  presently  not  recognized  by  the  State  Department  of 
Social  Welfare  as  being  disabled;  therefore,  any  aid  rendered  must  be 
through  general  assistance  funds,  which  come  from  the  county. 
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Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  requested  that  a  communication  be  sent 
to  the  Area  Director,  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  requesting 
that  she  use  her  good  offices  to  urge  the  State  Legislature  to  take  a 
more  reahstic  and  modern  view  of  what  constitutes  a  totally  disabled 
person  and  to  include  those  who  are  disabled  because  of  the  use  of 
alcohol  or  drugs  among  persons  eligible  to  receive  State  aid  to  the 
totally  disabled. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply.
